66 HIS book is neither a history nor 

a novel; it is the record of an 
inary family based upon history, 
on, and the , papers and por- 
traits of real people.” 

So says the authoress in her foreword, 
been devised to give the reader a general 
survey of the conditions that obtained im 
England from 1805 to 1861. 

The imaginary family is that of John 
London, squire of Conisbrowth Hall, 
Yorks ‘a wealthy cotton spinner, who 
married in 1804 Emily, a beautiful girl 
of seventeen and a member of @ county 
family of superior .station to his own. 
Owing to strained family finances, the 
matter Of the marriage was pressed by 
parental authority; in fact, it was 
rumouréd that the Marquis of Connington 
would not have refused the wealthy cotton 
spinner as a suitor for one of own 
Guaghtiea: 

Following the doings of John and Emily 
London, their children and friends, we 
learn much of the manners and customs of 
the period, and moet many celebrities with 
whom they were acquainted. Charles and 
Mary Lamb, Elizabeth Fry, Macaulay, 
Sir rt Peel, Mr. Wilberforce, Hannah 
More and Mrs. Trimmer, Caroline Norton, 
Joseph Lancaster and Mr. Disraeli are 
among the august number. 

In the year 1805 Emily London feels 
that tho world has, indeed, progressed, 
since new she can travel in her 
“ charyot ” at a fairly steady eight miles 
an hour, while in days not long past the 
females of a family were cut off from all 
intercourse with their neighbours during 
late autumn and early spring, unless 
they were able and willing to ride pillion. 

The London family mixed in society 
life in the metropolis during the reigns 
of George III., George 1V., William IV., 
and Queen Victoria and the Prince 
Consort, who, as the authoress believes. 
was virtually King of England. 

Even the most conservative of readers 
could hardly wish for a return of “the 
good old days ” uf the first half of the 
nineteenth century. It seems almost 1n- 
credible now that such shocking condi- 
tions could have existed in a civilised and 
professedly Christian country. The dread- 
ful cruelty of child-labour in the cotton 
mills and coal mines, the death penalty 
inflicted for minor offences—even chil- 
dren of ten vears were sentenced to death 
for theft—the fearful treatment of the 
insane, the ghastly squalor of work 
houses and gaols, and the cruel injustice of 
the laws in women. even for many years 
after (Queen Victoria ascended the 
throne, are hideous examples. 

The wealth of detail and the many 
sidelights on the manners and morals of 
the times, with the various influences that 
tended to sway public opinion, make the 
book a veritable mine of interest; and 
Mrs. Peel is free from that tendency of 
go many nresent-day writers to dwell nn- 
duly on the failings of prominent people, 
and to belittle those who earned the 
esteem of their contemporaries. She is 
willing to give credit where credit is due. 
Of Bean Brummel she writes: “ One 
thing he did for which we may honour 
him—-he set the fashion for personal 
cleanliness, refused to powder his heauti- 
fol anburn hair, and preached plenty 
of clean linen and no scent.”’ 

The finent and easv style in which it is 
written make the reading of this book an 
unalloyed pleasure.

66 AFFRAIL” has achieved popu 

larity with his naval stories ani 
sketches, but, like the comedian whose 
vaunting ambition was to play Hamlet, 
he has always had an urge to record navi] 
history, and this is the fourth and the 
greatest in scope that has come from his 
pen in recent years. As the author hints 
in his introduction, this is one of those 
books that “ had ” to be written, but he 
regards it rather as a destroyer miscellany 
than a destroyer history, 

Without trespassing on the domain of 
official publications, ‘‘Taffrail’’ has 
collected here a vast mass of materia! that 
he has treated in his own delightful way, 
producing a story as absorbing to the land 
lubber as it is technically interesting 12 
the naval man, and reinforced with count- 
les diacrams to clarify the position. 

For those incidents with which the 
author was not personally acquainted he 
has undertaken detailed research. and he 
is as ungrudging in his tribute to the 
enemy a8 he is to his own side. 

The engagements which he describes are 
thrilling to read; and, true to the pre-war 
school, he makes no excuses for war. The 
brave man who dies is deemed more 
worthy than the brave man who lives; 
and the cost in money, material, labour 
and lives is ignored. 


A USEFUL REPRINT. 


European Bills of Exchange. By C. A. Sibley. 

Londen: Pitman. 7/6 net. 
HIS new edition of Mr. Sibley’s book 
gives, in a convenient form, the 
principal regulations regarding bills of 
exchange and cheques in some twenty- 
nine European States. A table of the 
respective stamp duties in force is also 
provided, but the code regarding thee 
documents in the U.S.S.R. is omit 
“owing to the present economic situa- 
tion.” 

The chapter referring to Great Britain 
naturally deals rather fully with current 
practice in that country, and various pro- 
visions in the important Bills of Exchange 
Act, 1882, are explained. 

So far as the Irish Free State is con- 
cerned, the existing laws were continued 
by the Adaptation of Enactments Act of 
1922, and arrangements with reference to 
stamp duty were made by the Double 
Taxation (Relief) Act and Order of the 
following year. 

This is a well-planned book, and ought 
to be useful to Bain and those doing 
business with Continental firms.

WE have no doubt that this thoughtful 

and courageous book will help many 
of those people who are confused in these 
days of flux in the regions of thought and 
moral standards. Dr. Lyttleton holds up 
before us some of the popular beliefs which 
are regarded as being Christian by the 
ordinary man, and shows that real dangers 
lurk in the practice of fashionable com- 
promise in matters of deepest import. 
Altering conditions are bringing these 
dangers to light, and demand that they be 
faced and removed by a return to the rule 
of Christian life as laid down in the New 
Testament. ‘‘ While the pursuit of tem- 
poral happiness is our main object, we 
make the attainment of it impossible ; for 
we set at nought the Gospel of Christ and 
flout our own deepest convictions.’’ 

Popular Christian ethics come in for 
some very outspoken and fearless criticism. 
The author scorns the debilitated 
mentality of our generation, and suggests 
a return to the point from which the dis- 
ciplinary conditions of our present life are 
regarded “ as a gymnasium rather than 
as a treadmill.’’ 

The Church can help men to regain this 
more robust and less sentimental view-point 
by stressing the truth of eternal judgment, 
and by dwelling on it as a theme nf 
praise and not as a reason for terror. The 
section of the book entitled ‘* Safeguards” 
will be found most helpful. Dr. Lyttleton 
deprecates any sort of indefiniteness in 
religious teaching, and would have Church 
teachers occupy less time with argument 
and discussion on the Holy Communion— 
the Sacrament which sustains life—and 
lay greater emphasis on the Sacrament of 
Holy Baptism, through which life is given 
and begun.

Support Home Industru. 


When the popular cry of the moment in 
every country in the world is to support 
home tndustry, I am interested to observe

Speed of Rirds. 


The speed at which birds, particularly 
wildfowl, f'y has often inspired talk at 
shoots and elsewhere. Recently, however, 
a friend of mine told me how an American 
air pilot chased flocks of birds in an aero- 
plane, and compared their speed with that 
of hismachine. Wild duck were compara- 
tively slow, registering only 46 miles an 
hour. Geese were considerably faster ; the 
EA found their speed to be 56 miles an 
our. Grouse flew two miles an hour 
faster. The speed of teal was the highest 
re:orded by the pilot; he found them to 
travel at 75 miles an hour. It would be 
interesting if an air pilot im this country 
or in England undertook experiments to 
determine the speed of other birds. but I 
doubt if the speeds could be taken as 
normal. A flock when frightened by the 
sound of an arroplane engine might 
reasonably 
abnormal] speed. 
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Post Office Luxury. 


The Aberdonian’s visit to the local post- 
office for the purpose of replenishing his 
fountain pen is an old and hoary legend. 
An innovation has been made: at the 
General Post Office in Dublin that 
surpasses this for hospitality. Not only 
is free ink now provided, but four writing 
tables and a dozen chairs have made their 
appearance in the main hall for the use 
of all and sundry. The “' stand-up ”’ 
writing accommodation beneath the clock 
and adjacent to the notice boards has 
never been sufficient ; for so many people 
seem to bring the whole of their corre- 
spondence to the Post Office that the 
appointed places are monopolised, and 
those wishing to write telegrams (and a 
really clever telegram, like any other work 
of art, takes time in the accomplishing) or 
to address envelopes have been forced to 
those parts of the counter where the blue 
curtains denote that no business is being 
transacted. These human draperies have 
certainly been no ornament to a beautiful 
interior. Now the monopolists can reply 
to their correspondence in comfort. They 
may even bring their Junch with them, and 
remain for hours in warmth and comfort 
beneath the benevolent eye of the presid 
ing policeman 


Goy Soldiers. 


Since the time remote when Louis XIII 
ranged little toy silver regiments of 
soldiers, and harnessed toy guns to dogs, 
the popularity of such martial toys has in 
no way diminished. Every Christmas much 
is said and written about the dwindling 
favour awarded to toy soldiers, and every 
Christmas sees the shops as well stocked 
as ever with these diminutive leaden 
warriors. At one time, indeed, I thought 
that their places would be filled by a swarm 
of cowboys, Red Indians, farmers, milk- 
maids and other miniatures of a more 
peaceful nature, but it seems as if their 
kingdom has not been seriously en- 
dangered. This year, I notice, the toy 
solaicr has increased his stature ; and regi- 
ments are everywhere on sale which are 
composed of marching men no less than 
three inches in height. Not only are such 
modern regiments as the Grenadier 
Guards and the Black Watch included, 
but also historical survivals like Frederick 
the Great's Grenadiers. ~

‘To Londoners there 
seems to be some mystical significance and 
promise of boous to be in the presence ol 
the young at the ceutre of their aniverse. 
‘They miss him at all times while he is absent, 
but especially on festive nights. 

There is much to be saia for a retinue of 
tiny bridesmaids. ‘Their attraction is quite 
ditierent from that of grown-up maidens, 
and, therefore, less likely to distract atten 
tion from the bride, who should be the centre 
of interest on her wedding day. But there 
are inconvemences, too, in having such a 
train if the children are very tiny. Thus, at 
the wedding of Lady Veronica Blackwood 
and Mr. Koger A. Horny last week in 
Knightsbridge, as soon as the bridal proces- 
sion was ready to move up the aisle and 
away from the group of nurses clustered at 
the back of the church, a tiny maiden tried 
to pull her hand away from that of her 
groomaman. He resisted the attempt 
gallantly, and the tiny maid set uP a lusty 
protest. Hastily she was retrieved by her 
nurse, and the procession went on without 
her.

THE SPEAKING OF LATIN. 


Among those Britons who for different 
reasons have aes the patriotic injunction 
tu winter in Britain and keep their money 
there is Lord Danesfort, formerly Sir John 
Butcher. born in Kerry, and a son of a Bishop 
of Meath He left London this week on a 
cruise of the Mediterranean, which will last 
well into January. On the same steamer are 
Sic Joku Davison, MP. for a London 
Division, and Lady Davison. Sir William 
Davison is County Down by origin, and has 
stil; many cousins living there. A direct 
ancestor was a distinguished Provost of 
Trinity College, Dublin, about the middle of 
last century. 

A great discussion has been raging in some 
of the more learned periodicals here, and has 
overflowed into the daily newspapers, con- 
cerning the present-day and recent speaking 
oi Latin. One man says that the only two 
individuals that he ever knew who spoke 
that “dead language’’ were a Portuguese 
dcctor and an riah priest who nowadays 
lives at Cardiff In Mr Carl Bretherton’s 
“ Beal Ireland ’’—a book which was with- 
drawn by the publishers before it was 
fully published—the author graphically 
describes a shipwreck on a Con- 
naught shore towards the end of the 
eighteenth century. He entertainingly, but 
rather mistakenly, describes the ‘‘ natives ” 
who welcomed the distressed mariners as 
being almost painted “savages, and utterly 
lacking in all culture or civilised manners. 
Precipitately and ingenuously he plunges, in 
almost the next sentence, into a description 
by one ef the shipwrecked mariners of con- 
versations carried on by them and the 
‘‘ natives ” in Latin. So the Irish were not 
such barbarians after all. If these 
foreigners had heen cast on an English shore, 
would those who succoured them have been 
able to converse with them in a classical 
language made temporarily to serve fot 
everyday communications? 


TO TEXAS FOR A BRIDE. 


Another Irishman who set. off from Lon- 
don this week—but he has gone on a journey 
to find a bride—is Mr. Wilfred O’Brien, still 
a member of the Tondon Irish Rughv Club. 
and formerly one of their first XV. He is to 
marry, next week in Texas, a lady whom he 
met when he had a position in the Venezuelan 
oilfields, where her father had large interests. 
He is a son of Major and Mrs. A. S. O'Brien, 
now of Barking, but of the line of Thomond. 
And he and his wife will go from the United 
States to Persia, where he has been given a 
responsible post with one of the big oil com- 
panies By the way, many of the friends and 
relatives of these ml company employés in 
Persia are at present anxious, because there 
is an cnthreak of chole:a at Basrah, where 
most of them either live or do much of their 
work, This ontbreak has lasted, with greater 
or less intensity, ever since last July. 

I hear that the trade in Irish turkeys this 
year in London flourished exceedingly. A 
private individual, not usually even remotely 
connected with the poultry trade, last vear 
arranged with a friend in Ireland to send him 
ever a thousand birds. which he was able to 
dispose of quite easily at prices that gave 
him a ressonable profit and vet weie below 
retail rates tor such birds. This year he got 
over fifteen hundred, and, by Tuesday last. 
there ‘vas not one of them to be bought from 
him. Despite restrictions, French turkeys, as 
well as fruit and vegetables from French 
market gardens, had a ready sale in London. 
The “new” potatoes were a penny or two a 
pound dearer, but all the most desirable 
apparently for that. Yet. as the French 
Ambassador recently pointed out at a dinner 
given to and by self-conscious gourmets, the 
real connoisseur eats foods in their own 
season, makes tive best of them, and gues .on 
te what nature, ir her wisdom, provides for 
the next week or month.

BELFAST, Friday. 


HE Northern Parliament has adjourned 
for a few weeks, and there will] be no 
more worry in the House until the Senate 
meets at the end of January. The agitation 
against the measure, however, is increas- 
ing, and many bitter things are being said 
in criticism of those who favour the 
measure. A political pistol has been 
pointed at the Government by the Cromac 
Unionist Association, which is the most 
important organisation of its kind in 
Ulster, with the solitary exception of the 
Ulster Unionist Council. 

At a special meeting of the Cromac 

Unionists this week a resolution was 
passed, protesting against the manner in 
which the Revaluation Bill is being forced 
through Parliament, and demanding that 
its further consideration be delayed “until 
such amendments have been made as may 
satisfy the requirements of the majority 
of the electors of Northern Ireland.” It 
was added that, if this is not done, protest 
meetings will be organised throughout the 
province. 
The Chairman of the meeting stated that 
after the way the Prime Minister and 
his Government have let us down, I don’t 
say that we want a change of Government, 
but we want a change of persunnel very 
badly.” | 

And the Prime Minister declares that, 
unless the bill passes, he will resign! 
What does it all mean? 


INTERESTING FARMING FIGURES. 


‘ec 


The predominance of agriculture over all 
other forms of industry in Northern 
Ireland may be gathered from the fact that 
there are 126,900 farms in the province, 
the number of persons occypying these 
holdings being well over 125,000. The 
total area is 3,351,444 acres, and the land 
is divided up as follows: There are 25.854 
farms under one acre in extent, 
above one, but not exceeding five 
there are 11,793 holdings. The other 
averages are: Not exceeding 10 acres, 
15,699 ; not exceeding 15 acres, 13,367 ; not 
exceeding 30 acres, 28,056; not exceeding 
50 acres, 16,620; not exceeding 100 acres, 
11,597; not exceeding 200 acres, 2,943; 
above 200 acres, 902. | 

Divided over all these farms there are 
672,776 cattle, 704.100 sheep, 216,315 pigs. 
87,101 agricultural horses, and almost 
9,000,000 poultry of all descriptions. The 
number al gs á has declined, but sheep 
have substantially increased, and the fow! 
population has also gone up during the 
past two years. 

In view of the British wheat quota it is 
interesting to note that wheat is only of 
very minor importance in Ulster tillage.

The whole tenor of the report is that the 
standard programme is a guide rather than 
a working programme, ond it is made clear

It 
ought now to be clear to all engaged in 
educational work thet what is required is a 
thorou h grounding in the essential subjects, 
particularly ‘‘the three R's,” and sufficient 
of the “www” subjects for senior classes to 
engender a desire in the ils to eed 
further with these seileieanlin: chien em thewe 
gone bevond the elementary school stage. 

In Belfast a new type of school is being 
evolved, and is known as a ‘‘ senior school.” 
The Belfast Education Committee is adupt- 
ing the practice, which has been generally 
aceepted in Great Britain, following the re- 
commendations made by the Consultative 
Committee of the Board of Education, and 
issued a few years ago under the title: ‘ The 
Education of the Adolescent.” Elementary 
schools, under this plan. are organised inte 
two periods, the first being up to eleven 
years, followed by a second stage with an 
age range of from eleven to fifteen years 
It is contemplated, under the scheme, that 
there should be a distinct “break,” and, 
where possible, an actual transfer to a sepa- 
rate school after the pupil reaches the age of 
eleven years, and that the subsequent courses 
should approximate to a form of sécondary 
education. 

The Education Committee in Belfast has 
arranged, as an experiment. that some of the 
newly-erected schools shall be organised as 
senior schools—if possible, one for each dis- 
trict—and these are to have grouped around 
them three or four iunior schools to act as 
‘ feedors.’’ It is too early yet to decide how 
this system will work ont in practice. It hes 
some advantages, and there also are certain 
draw-backs, but the experiment will be 
watched with great interest by all interested 
in education.

A GOOD HOUND HUNT, 


Saturday, 19th, at Enfield, was a most 
disappointing day, as scent was practically 
non-existent till the evening. Found the 
same fox as last time in Blackwater, but he 
refusei to leave. Rathcore was blank, but 
there was a fox in the rushes under Rathcore 
Hill, which was hunted towards Brdgesfort 
House, where he swung right-handed, and 
was lost near Cullentry House.  Clifferd’s 
beld a brace, and one was hunted into 
Svndville, where he got to ground in the 
laurels. A fox in Cappagh went away et 
once, pointing for Ballycaghan, but soon 
turned right-handed and got to ground in 
a ditch by Newtown Village. This finished 
a poor day. 

Meeting on Tuesday, 22ad, at Rathcoole, 
we first drew Castlebagot, and had a run 
of twentv minuies back to the covert, wherd 
we bad to leave him, as he declined to face 
the open again. Fortunestown held a good 
fox, and he went away pomting for the 
Biessington steam tram road, then turned 
right, into Saggart village, and running first 
by the chapel, came back to the covert. Ha 
went straight through and out on the east 
side of it, and bearing left-handed crossed 
Fortunestown lane. Here he was headed 
and coursed by a sheep dog, and ruamng og 
by Fettercairn House, went past the Tallaght 
aerodrome to Kilnamanagh House. Turning 
to the left here up to Ballymount, he was 
eventually lest near the main Dublin road 
close to the Fox and Geese Inn by Crumlin. 
This was a good hound bunt of one hour 
forty minutes, over a country that 
hounds had not crossed for many years. The 
potnt was a hittle over four miles and eleven 
as houmls ran, from where the fox turned at 
Saggart it was all down wind.

TWO FAST HUNTS. 

There was a large holiday field at Dun- 
bevne on Wednesday, and, although it was 
a wet and stormy day, sport was excellent.

Artiur Hogan's furze was the first 
draw, and hounds were no sooner into covert 
than a great fox was viewed away. The 
pack were out in a second, and it was 
apparent from the start that scent was of 
best. With his mask set straight for 


country, and. leaving Ballyfin Castle on their 
right. carried on to within one field of Kyle. 
Fortunately this good fox turned left-handed 
before he crossed the river, and ran over @ 
perfect hue, hounds going at a very fast pace 
to Old Court. The time up to this was fifty 
minutes. without a check, A little further 
on. however. hounds were brought to their 
noses, and, hunting slowly through the 
scrub, they were away again, and, leaving 
Kilharron Chapel on their right, went on 
throngh Rodine to Springfield. Here we had 
our first: real check, as the fox went through 
a tunnel under the road at Springfield House. 
llere we thought that we should surely kill 
or mark, but this steut fox was not done 
vet. and, hitting off the line at the 
other end of the tunnel, they were away 
again to Finnoe Bridge. ‘Turning right- 
handed, they crossed to Borrisokane road at 
the terrace, where a beaten fox was 
viewed only a hnndred vards im front of 
hounds, and they ‘flew’ across Bushy Fark

and marked to ground just opposite Mount 


Faleon Gate. 

Evervbody was clad to see this great fox 
save his brush. Time—2 hours 10 minutes. 
Hunting men are inclined to sav that the 
last good hunt is the best. but everybody 
out to-day agreed that for pace. distance and 
country this will rank as the best we have 
had for many years.

Tuesday. from Kanturk, somewhat 
disappointing. Hounds found in BRawnmore, 
and ran hard to Priory Wood and hack to the 
covert. . There were several fresh foxes here, 
oud hornds divided, but nothing much was 
done with them. <A fox found im John's 
Bridge got to ground in the badger earths, 
and Ballybarn was blank. Kuocknacown pro- 
vie @ the next find, and hounds ran to Bally- 
philie, whera the day ended.

Broadcasting. 


At midnight on Christmas Eve 
thousands of listeners throughout the Free 
State settled down to hear the mid- 
night Mass broadcast from Kilkenny 
by the Dublin Station. By the turn 
of a knob it was possible to hear 
the same Mass from half a dozen 
stations on the Continent of Europe. 
Thus fittingly was Christmas ushered in 
among the Roman Catholic nations. Later 
the Protestant nations had their turn, 
and the air quivered with solemn Services 
and the masterpieces of religious music. 
fonely men, remote by hundreds of miles 
from any place of worship, heard those 
sclemn sounds, and knew the sympathy 
of the Church of Christ. For a few 
hours, at least, man’s instrument was em. 
ployed for the glory of God, and therein 
the invention of broadcasting received it: 
justification and final sanction. Return 
as it may to baser uses, it can serve at 
least one noble purpose. High-minded 
persons have complained, not without 
reason, of the broadcasting of religious 
services by stations whose regular function 
is the dissemination of frivolous music 
and still more frivolous revues. 
believe that anyone who listened to 
the midnight Kilkenny 
or yesterday's Christmas Service from 
York Minster felt therein no profanity, 
but rather that deep and sacred emotion 
which springs from kinship with an un- 
numbered host of fellow worshippers. 

Only ten years ago—it is a hard fact to 
realise—broadcasting was unknown. To-

Education thus in- 
stilled, one must believe, is a very real 
function of the broadcasting station ; for it

subtle guidance the microphone has almost 
unlimited powers to educate its huge 
audience—but it is a sorry fact that man- 
not like to be educated. 
Knowledge and taste may be instilled, but 
they cannot be rammed into a man’s head ; 
and the guidance must be subtle indeed. 
The Free State Government will begin 
work shortly upon its new high-power 
station at Athlone. Before that station is 
opened, its directors must have decided 
upon a new policy in the matter of pro- 
grammes ; for the programmes at present 
broadcast from the Dublin and Cork 
stations stand in heavy need of improve- 
ment. Not only will the Irish people 
expect something better, in proportion 
to the increased strength of the

The Five Year Plan. 


While the Christian nations were pre- 
paring to celebrate Christmas, the Central 
Executive Committee of the Soviet Union 
met last Wednesday to review the progress 
of the Five-Year Plan. The gathering, 
which was attended by members of the 
Diplomatic Corps and by representatives 
of large Soviet works and public organisa- 
tions, was honoured by the presence of 
Stalin, who entered during the chairman's 
speech. Molotov, the President of the 
Council of People’s Commissars, struck an 
optimistic note in his report on the Budget 
figures for the coming year. He claimed 


that, on the whole, Soviet industry in 
three years had exceeded the programme 
fixed by the Plan, which now, as he main- 
tained, could be completed in four years 
owing to the satisfactory conditions 
already established. For this success of

Germany must be held largely responsible. 
The Fatherland this year has provided at 
least half the Soviet imports, and trade 
relations between the two countries have 
been growing steadily closer. On the same 
day, when the Soviet Union's Central 
Executive Committee held its meeting, the 
negotiations, which had been proceeding 
since the middle of last month, came to an 
end, and a protocol was signed by the 
German Minister for Economic Affairs and 
the Russian Ambassador to Berlin. 
According to an official communiqué these 
negotiations, whose purpose was to resolve 
the difficulties that were created by the 
world crisis, have fulfilled every hope, and 
it seems that no fears remain concerning 
the Soviet's prompt payments for goods 
when the billsi are due. At present 
Russia’s exports amount to about two- 
thirds of her imports, but hitherto most 
of her purchases have not fallen due for 
payment for twelve or twenty-four months. 
Such an arrangement, in view of the un- 
happy condition of the world's credit, has 
its inconveniences, and it is thought that 
Germany has secured better terms by a 
suggestion that she will increase her buy- 
ing of Soviet products, which to-day is 
negligible. Already a rumour is current 
to the effect that the Reich Government is 
buying 200,000 tons of rye, 100,000 tons 
of wheat and 100,000 tons of barley from 
Russia. While we may regret this assist- 
ance to the Five-Year Plan which Germany 
is rendering, we must recognise that the 
demand for reparations forces the Germans 
to sell in any market which will buy.

Milan’s Pigeons. 


The Milanese, according to the special 
correspondent of The Times, do 
appear to appreciate their pigeons.

Now, however, their expulsion 
has been decreed by the doctors. who hold 
that they are injurious to health. and this 
hostility is shared by the municipal 
anthorities, who contend that the birds 
damage the city’s monuments. Arrange 
ments, as we understand, had been made 
to sell them to a pigeon-shooting syndi 
eate, when happily the local Zoophil 
Society intervened. It seems that the 
Venetians are fond of pigeons, and have 
consented to take the birds which Milan 
has rejected. Accordingly, they will be

PESHAWAR, Friday. 

TH Red Shirt leader, Abdul Gaffur 

Khan, has been arrested and removed 
from the )rontier region, following the 
latest devlopments in the agitation there 
and the promulgation yesterday of three 
more Ordinances to enable the authorities 
to deal with the situation. 

lr. Khan Saheb, the brother of Abdul 
Gaffur Khan, Saad Ullah Khan, Khan 
Saheb’s son. and Qazi Ata Ullah, a 
pleader of Mardan, have likewise been 
arrested and reported from the province. 

The Red Shirts held a meeting last 
Sunday, it is understood, at which the 
remier s announcemnt of the extension 
of reforms to the frontier was con- 
temptuously rejected, and a resolution 
passed favouring complete independence, 
and advising Congresa to renew imme- 
diately the civil disobedience movement. 
The meeting also planned a big demon- 
stration for January Ist. 

In the intensive efforts which have been 
made to stir up the province, Abdul 
Gaffur Khan has been working with the 
Afridis. 

Although Gaffur Khan was invited to 
attend the Chief Commissioner’s Durbar 
on Tuesday last, he declined. 

The following Is a résumé of Ordinance 
Nos. 13, 14 and 15 of 1931:— 

('rdinance ló incorporates several pro- 
visions of the Bengal and United Pro- 
vinces Ordinances. It also gives power to 
arrest, detain, and also control suspected 
persons, to take possession of building, 
prohibit or limit access to- certain build- 
ings, and to regulate traffic. 


A NEW MEASURE, 


{ new clause has been inserted whereby 
if. in the opinion of the local Govern- 
ent it is necessary in the public interest 
to control and supply any commodity of 
general use in any area, the local Govern- 
ment may make declarations to that effect 
and control the supply of that commodity, 
and also regulate the use of utility services 
sucli as railways and posts and telegraphs. 

The penalty for disobeying the Order 
forbidding entry and or residence in any 
area is imprisonment for two years or a 
fine. or both.

Dangerous attempts have been made to 
extend the Congress Red Shirt movement 
across the administrative border into the 
Malakhand Agency and the Swat and 
Mohmand territories. 

The All-India Congress Committee has 
been called upon to abandon the Irwin. 
Gandhi truce, and to proclaim the renews! 
of the civil disobedience campaign. Thus, 
uo option has been left for the Govern.

GALE SPOILS HOLIDAY.

An eighty-miles-an-hour westerly gale on 
Christmas Eve deprived the Orkney Islands 
of Christmas mails from the South owing to 
the fact that the daily mail boat, St. Ola, 
was unable to cross the Pentland Firth. 

The little steamer had set out from 
Stromness for the mainland, but Captain 
George Swanson, who succeeded on Wednes- 
day in making the voyage, decided to turn 
his ship round and go back. On board the 
St. Ula were Mr. H. H. Corner, agricultural 
organiser in the Orkneys, and others who 
were going South to spend Christmas at 
Thurso on the Scottish side of the Firth. 
Many Orkney people resident in the South 
were stranded and unable to get across for 
their Christmas holiday. There were no 
daily newspapers, letters or parcels for the 
islanders. 


MANY VESSELS TAKE SHELTER. 

This was the first time since the war that 
the tiny mail steamer has failed to make 
the Christmas Eve crossing. The gale 
seriously interfered with other shipping. 
Kirkwall Harbour was full of trawlers 
sheltering from the fury of the seas, and the 
other Orkney harbours all gave shelter to 
craft. 

Hopes that the Orkney mail steamer -.ould 
be able to cvoss the stormy Pentland Firth 
on Christmas Day and collect mails and 
passengers stranded at Thurso (on the 
Scottish mainland) were frustrate’ by an 
unabated gale from the north-west. Conse- 
quently Christmas holiday-makers, including 
students and Glasgow business people, re- 
mained at Thurso unable to reach Orkney 
to celebrate Christmas in their homeland. 
Among those stranded was Miss Nan Kossie, 
the Orkney girl who returned recently from 
her American tour with the Scottish women’s 
hockey team. If the gale subsides on Satur- 
day Orkney will get three days’ mails and 
newspapers.

VATICAN CITY, Thursday 
Si Nas Pope, replying to the Sacred 
College of Cardinals who to-day 
offered him their Christmas wishes, opened 
his address by expressing his grief at the 
disaster to the Vatican City on Tuesday, 
when two ceilings in the Library collapsed.

Eddie Cullens, an American citizen, 
who was convicted at the Ulster Winter 
Assizes in Armagh a few weeks ago on 4 
charge of murdering a Turk named 
Achmet Musa, whore nude body was dis- 
covered near Carrickfergus, was to he 
hanged at Belfast Prison on Tuesday 
morning next 

It was officially announced here that 
Cullens submitted a petition praying for 
the exercise of the prerogative of mercy, 
and that the Northern Minister of Home 
Affairs, on consideration of the petition, 
has decided to exercise the powers con 
ferred on him under the Criminal Appeal 
Act, and has referred the case for con- 
sideration by the Court of  Criminsl 
Appeal for Northern Ireland. 

This is the first time that the powers 
conferred on the Minister of Home Affairs 
under the Act of Parliament which set up 
the Court of Criminal Appeal in Northern 
Ireland in July last, have been used so 
far as petitions of clemency of the Crown 
are concerned. 

The Act, in addition to giving the 
Minister power to refer a case to the 
Court of Criminal Appeal, provides that 
such reference shall have the full force 
of an appeal made by the prisoner him- 
self. and that he had been successful in 
obtaining leave from a judge to appeal. 

In view of the appeal the execution 
has been suspended. The date of the 
hearing of the appeal has not yet been 
fixed, but will be early in the new year.

DIVING “MONSTER ” 
OF STEEL. 


COLOGNE INVENTOR’S 
ROBOT.

A man-made marine monster, groping and 
ploughing its way 1,500 fathoms down on the 
bottom of the sea, will soon be causing havoc 
among the legitimate denizens of the deep, il 
a Cologne inventor succeeds in substantiating 
his claims, says Reuter. 

Hans Phillips, of Cologne, claims to have 
invented a new diving machine, capable of 
being worked to a depth of 9,000 feet or 
more, and able to move along the bottom 
under its own power. 

The machine is of steel, weighs about 2} 
tous, and is constructed on the principle of 
equalisation of water pressure from without 
by counter pressure within. The latter is 
generated by a graduated evaporation of 
liguid air. 

A lead from the surface supplies the electri- 
cal power necessary to drive the apparatus 
for boring, cutting and grappling. Communi- 
cation is assured by a floating buoy equipped 
with signals.

OWNERSHIP OF LOUGH 
FOYLE. 


FURTHER DEVELOPMENT. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT 

DERRY, Friday. 
HERE will be a further development 
of the dispute as to the ownership 
of Lough Foyle at the next meeting of 
Donegal County Council. There are two 
aspects of the dispute: the question of 
the fishing rights, and the question of 
which Government owns the lough, as a 
whole. Discussions touching on the 
latter question have at previous meetings 
of the Council been ruled out of erder 
as being an international question and a 
matter for the attention of the Govern- 

ment. , 
The Free State's Government seeming 
apathy on the subiect has been widely 
condemned, and the Moville Fishery Board 
at its last meeting passed a resolution 
calling on the Government to assert its 
Treaty rickts over the waters of the 
Foyle and protect its nationals in the 


' peaceful prosecution of their calling. 


For the purpose of seeking legal ad- 
vice, the Donegal County Council last 
month adjourned consideration of a pro- 
test against the large amount of the 
decree given against them by the Circvit 
Judge at Lifford in a claim by the Foyle 
and Bann Fishery Co. (the Northern Ire- 
land body) for the alleged malicious 
damage of their boat. 

The Council's solicitor has now written 
advising that the decree must be paid. 
He points out that in a previous case 
the damage was actually done on Lough 
Foyle, and the question of jurisdiction was 
then raised without success by him. It 
appeared to him that that occasion would 
have been more opncrtune than the present 
to voice the grievances of the fishermen. 

Councillor J. P. McIvor (who is also a 
member of the Moville Fishery Board and 
has from the beginning of the dispute 
taken a keen interest on the fishermen’s 
behalf) will move :— 

‘That the Donegal County Council 
enter an emphatic protest against the 
Circuit Court award of £15 12s. 6d. in the 
malicious injury claim by the Foyle and 
Bann Fishery Company, the amount 
awarded being exorbitant and out of all 
proportion to the amount of damage.”

PLOT TO CAUSE A

OFFICIAL RECALLED

JAPANESE ALLEGATIONS. 


A Japanese Note addressed to the 
Council of the League of Nations, and 
reported in a Geneva message, makes de- 
tailed statements regarding the alleged 
growing activity of bandits in Manchuria, 
who have killed a number of Japanese. 
It is further stated that the regular 
Chinese forces in the Chinchow region and 
in the neighbourhood of the Peking- 
Mukden Railway amounted to twenty 
thousand on October 10th, and to twenty- 
eight thousand on November 26th. 

After pointing out that the presence of 
these bandits aggravates the critical 
position of the Japanese forces, the Note 
alleges that there is no doubt that the 
brigands are in close relations with the 
Chinese Regulars. 

At the beginnine of November there 
were thirteen thonsand bandits to the 
west of the Sonth Manchuria Railwar. 
and on the 15th of December thirty 
thousand.

“ With the result of the Basel Confer- 
ence we can, on the whole, be satisfied, 
although the material parts of the report 
fall short of a large-minded solution of the 
big problems concerning the whole world,”’ 
said Chancellor Bruening at a meeting of 
Press representatives this morning. 

Dr. Dietrich, the Minister of Finance, 
said that, unless mutual confidence was 
restored in the world, and unless the basis 
was created for orderly international ex- 
change of goods, the result for all in- 
dustrial nations of Europe and the world 
would be catastrophic. 

An Exchange message from Berlin 
quotes Dr. Bruening as stating that, except 
in so far as the report acknowledges the 
inadequacy of the Young Plan, it is even 
retrogressive as compared with earlier 
utterances of the economic experts.

LARGE CONGREGATIONS

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ATHER CHRISTMAS, after his midnight 

tour of chimney stacks and nurseries,

Behind him in 

Ireland he has left an army of happy chiidren, 

who, when the chief festivities are over, will, 

by instinct, direct their attention to finding 
out how the toys work, and why. 

Adult Ireland observed the festival with 
‘customary fervour, and everywhere there were 
signs of happiness, despite pressing economic 
conditions. Rarely before has the golden 
spirit of charity been present to a greater 
cevree, and in the poorer homes of Dublin 
there was that feeling of joy and gladnes< 
brought in by the merited, vet unostentaticus 
work of charitable organisations, the members 
of which move around silently doing little 
deeds that are headlines in a materialistic 
world. 

Large congregations filled the various city 
churches on Christmas Day, where specinl 
Services were held and appropriate music 
was sung. ‘The religious character of the 
season predominated evervwhere. Bells in 
the towers from early morning sent out their 
joyous message, and in the dark hours Irish 
people, with traditional religions fervour, 
went to their respective places of worship. 

The quiet of the city yesterday was in 
sharp contrast with the bustle in the principal 
streets on Christmas Eve, when crowds 
hurried on last minute shopping expeditions. 
Business houses admit that the Christmas 
trade was quite good.

POLICE AND PLAYERS AID 
SPECTATORS. 


Just after play had started yesterday at 
Griffin Park between Brentford and Fulham, 
pressure by some of the 26,000 onlookers 
caused the railings to give, way.

old man of 87, whom a little girl led before 
the Municipel Council of Prizren, in Yugo- 
slav, Macedonia, says Reuter’s Belgrade Cor- 
respondent. 

The Council are seriously investigating the 
story. 

The old man, Stanka Dimitch by name, 
is the last survivor of an old and famous 
local family, whose. sons were all killed in 
the war. Now he has come forward to 
hand over to the Mas ‘a family secret 
several hundred years old. 


JEWELS HIDDEN. 

When the Turks conquered the Serb 
Empire im the X1IVth century the vast 
wealth of the Czar’s family was hidden in 
the tiny monastery not far from where 
Priazren now stands. The ruins of the 
monastery have jong since been hidden from 
sight by the accumulated filth of the ages, 
but the secret of this great horde of silver, 
gold and jewels was handed down from 
father to eldest son through the centuries, 
with the imjunction that when once more 
the Serbian Empire was freed from Turkish 
rule the secret should be made known and 
the treaanre retrieved. 

In 1913 this district was finally freed 
from Turkish rule, but in the war for free- 
dom Dimitch's sons were all killed. Now 
blind and infirm, the old man has decided 
to hand over the secret to the ple of 
Prizren. While he could still see, he stated, 
he often went over the marks by which the 
site of the old monastery was to be located, 
according to the rhymed instructions of his 
ancestors. 


PRIVATE HUNTS. 

The story has been taken seriously by the 
Prizren Municipal Council, who have in. 
formed the higher authorities of the matter. 
in order that steps may he taken to verify it. 

In the meanwhile, hundreds of private 
treasure hunts have been started by people 
who hope to forestall the authorities and un- 
eurth for themselves the treasure of the 
Serbian Czars.

You can gamble for threepenny stakes in 
the gilded gaming halls of Monte Carlo 
these days, says Reuter from Paris. 

So seriously has the world economic crisis 
hit the Riviera that the gambling authorities 
at Monte Carlo are trying every method to 
extract the last farthing from those remain- 
ing visitors who risk entering the gambling 
rooms. 

For years they have lived on the foolish- 
mess of gamblers who have played for such 
high stakes that they have enabled the 
authorities to pay a dividend of 18 per 
cent. for the past four years. But now 
every franc counts, and in the bars of the 
casino have been solemnly installed auto- 
matic gambling machines, which work with 
the insertion of a one-frane piece. 

It is hoped that gamblers who have Jost 
all their chips at Roulette or ftrente-et- 
quarante, will now stroll into the bar, search 
their pockets, and find one or two 
francs—which will go into the ever-open 
mouth of the machine.

Moreover, while the doctrinaire Communist 
exults in every new financial or economic 
disaster outside of Russia, seeing in it, new 
proof of the vulnerability of the capitalist 
system, the effect of such developments as the 
German credit crisis or the devaluation of the 
puund, is far from favourable in relation to 
Soviet economic interests. 

The Soviet Union sells to Great Britain 
much more than it buys im that country, 
and will scarcely relish the prospect of being 
paid in depreciated pounds for its timber, 
oil or butter. 

Quite apart from these unfavourable effects 
of the world crisis in Soviet economic deve- 
lopment, Russia has its own problems, dif- 
ferent from those perplexing the statesmen 
and business leaders in other countries, yet 
perhaps no less difficult. It is correct to say 
that Russia has abolished unemployment. 
But it is misleading to make this statement 


| without adding that, side by side with the 


abolition of unemployment, there has ceve 
loped a stringency in the supp!y of food and 
manufactured goods which has lowered the 
living standard of the workers by comparison 
with what it was before the Five-Year Plan 
was inaugurated. 

The question must ofte arise: Whv does 
not Russia, with its labour shortage, attract 
workers from Western Europe and America 
comparable with the migration from Southern 
and Fastern Europe to America in pre-war 
years’ The answer is that the Soviet autho- 
rities themselves, not wishing to have too 
many disillusioned proletarians returning to 
their native countries, wisely limit the

So the world to-day is really witnessing 
two erises—a ‘Capitalist’ crisis of maldis- 
tribution of currency and credit upheavals, 
and a ' Socialist ” crisis of production 
techmque, of failure to give the people,

During the year a number of “ dumps ” 
of arms and ammunition were discovered by 
th. pe throughout the country.
